This 
has to do with the installation of a Warm Air Heating system at Griswold. 
i@ have supplied one of our furnaces, through hessrs, Neale, stothard & 
Chapman, of Brandon, Fiping has been made up as per your specification and 
we understand will be installed in that manner by the gating Contractor. 
The proper furnace has bewn supplied against the specification shown in your 
file but we are somewhat worried about the inadequate distribution of piping 
that is being installed in this system, 


The Plan calls for a total of 1,041 sq. in. of warm air piping 
and 402 sq. in. of return air piping. There should not be such a large 
spread, as you will find that it will be impossible to deliver the amount 
of warm air shown with such a small amount of return sir connected to the 
furnece, This matter, we believe, was taken up through your local office 
and instructions received that the job must be installed as shown in the 
plan. The Heating Unit cannot give the best of service unless aqual distribution 
of air is taken from ma. Therefore, we are placing ourselves on record 
that the job is being installed as specified, but the furnace cannot be expected 
to last for the normal period under these conditions.,- There wiil be times 
in very cold weather when the furnace will be fired to the limit but free 
circulation will not be possible without extra return air connections, 


We have offeped, on more than one occasion, to submit 
to-date free sarvice and layouts for buildings of this nature. The mean 
reason, 48 you will understand, is that we want our furnaces to give the 
best satisfaction possible, which in the long run is a recommendation for 
quality and efficiency in the heating plant.

In connection with Mr. Hoey's memorandum of March 8th 
bearing your notation of the 19th instant, together with copy 
of a letter from Clare Brothers. Western Limited, with refer- 
ence to the above, you are advised as follows. 


The gravity warm air heating system for the above 
has been designed to meet a somewhat different set of require~ 
ments than is usually the case. It may be briefly stated 
that the Classroom space is of prime importance and has been 
worked out to provide for a satisfactory distribution of the 
heat according to the design principles layed down by acknowledged 


authorities. 


The Cloakrooms and Teacher's Quarters have been 
provided with warm air leaders and registers only. This is 
due in part to the difficulty in getting returns back from 
these rooms, and also having in mind that when the Classroom and 
casement space is unocoupied, at least three of the four 
dampers in these leaders will be throttled or shut off. 


Under such circumstances, it is felt that the furnace 
will not be penalized, and that the system can be counted on 
to give the desired results if installed as show. 


We appreciate the friendly criticism received, and 
the foregoing reply is written in the same spirit.

During his recent visit to the Department 
Mr. Indian Agent Young advised that he was completely satisfied 
with the work of Mr. John Robertson of Kenton, Manitoba, in 
erecting the Oak River School. It is therefore suggested that 
Mr. Robertson be approached to ascertain if he is interested 
im building another school for us on the same basis. 


Ineluded in our 1948-49 estimates are one-room 
schools and attached teachers’ residences for Lake St. Martin 
in the Portage le Prairie Agency end Pegiis South in the Fisher 
River Agemey. It ig recommended that Mr. Robertson be approached 
concerning these schools. They would be identical with the one 
he is now finishing at Gak River. 


It would require two or three months to obtain 
the standard bill of materials for these schools. Therefore 
we are trying to line up our building progresame now, before there 
is too much contracting activity. 


I might add that we bave found that the day labour 
basie of building, as adopted at Oak River, has proven cheaper 
than the eost plus basis contract, as used at Murdoeh in the 
Fisher River Agency. while we have not yet the final cost 
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figures, it is evident that the Oak River Scheel will cost less 
than the Murdoch Sehool (these buildings are identical). 


From the map it would seem evident that Mr. 
Robertson would be more likely to be interested in the Lake 
St. Martin Sehool rather than in the Peguis School, Therefore 
Mr. Lazenby should advise if there is any good carpenter 
interested in the Peguis Scheel on a day labour basis.

The Methodist Church established its mission at Oxford 
House about the year 1842 and has continued to do its 
work there until the present time and must have spent 
about oné thousand dollars per year or a total of at 
least 60,000.00 , 

There is no other Church doing Mission work there and 
never has been in all the years. 

The population is 310 and all belong to the Methodist 
Church with the exception of the Pagan element which might 
represent one hundred people. That is to say it is safe to 
count as members or adherents about 200 people. 

The child population numbers 156 or 88boys and 68 
girls. Of these fully two thirds are not available as 
pupils owing to the distance at which they life from the 
Methodist Mission . A large number of the people live at 
Jackson Bay some I8 miles distant. This was the site of the 
original Mission Station . Some live along the shore of 
the lake which is thirty miles from south to north. The 
possible attendance at the Mission School is about 45 and 
the actual attendance at present averages 23.09 in the 
Summer season and less in the winter when the Indians re- 
tire to their houses for shelter, 

There are about ten houses within a radius of two miles 
from the Mission Church. 

School has been conducted in the @hurch for some 


years and is being conducted there at present. 
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452758 
Here as at Nelson House the School building must be con- 
structed of logs as the rate of freight is high being 
#600 per owt. from Norway House, and 75cents per awt from 
Selkirk to Norway House. I would also recommend that the 
roof be covered with mica roofing,as Shingles are an im- 
possibility owing to the cost of purchase and transport. 
Nails doors etc will have to be purchased at Selkirk 
and shipped down but logs can be obtained on the shores 
of Oxford Lake and not more distant than 6 or 7 miles. 
They are accustomed to build houses after the old 
Red River type at this point logs ten feet long jointed by 
grooved upright posts but I cannot recommend this style 
for in a very few years it will bulge at the posts and fall 
I much prefer the house with dove-tail corners. 
A school house might be built at Oxford House on the

There should be three 
windows on each side of the building and one entrance. 

It has also been suggested that mica roofing would be 
preferable to shingles. The fleor should be of dressed 
Lumber, and the building will be heated by a stove, 

In addition to the above it will be necessary 
to provide two closets for the accommedation of the pupils. 

In view of the experience that the officials 
of the Hudson's Bay Company have had in the erection of 
log buildings in these outlying districts it is thought 
that nothing more than a general outline of the nature of 
the building will be necessary to cnable them to give a 
figure for the cost of construction, and the Department 
would be pleased to have am estimate with a description at 


your earliest convenience.

Dear Mr Lazenby, 


In response to your request, I am writing a 
short account of our Exhibition which was held on December 15, at 
Oxford House Day School. 


This year the pupils were twenty in number. 
As soon as the first snow fell in October, our thoughts truned to 
the Exhibition, and it was the wish of the children, as well as of 
the teacher, that it should be bigger and better than at any previous 
time. There were eight girls ranging in age from six to seventeen 
years. Three of these had never attended school before. 


The yarn was taken to the school, and from a4 
selection of fancy patterns, the older girls made their choice, and 
knitted one pai@ of short socks, and very fine warm gloves. With 
extra sweater yarn, provided by the teacher, very dainty sweaters were 
made by the older girls. They were taught to follow directions from 
a book of knitting instructions. The beginners had larger wooden 
needles made for them by the Indian Chief. They rade nice warm 
scarves, with a frings of contrasting colour. They also knit warm 
sweaters, with elbow length sleeves, in a plain garter stitch. 


AS sOon as the knitting was completed, two 

Saturdays were spent at the lMiission, washing, rubbing, and boiling 
the colour out of ordinary flour bags. Hach girl chose her own 
pattern from Zaton's catalogue, and work was begun. Binding of 
various colours, fancy pockets, and embroidery enhanced the beauty 
of the older girls' aprons. The younger ones made use of crayons; 
a picture, a wamm iron; and embroidery cotton for outline stitch, 
Theyw were then carefully laundered, and put away for the Great Day. 


Immediately Dresses were begun. Again Eaton's 
catalogue was brought to school, and many recesses were spent, with 
the big heads and little heads looking over the dress section. 
Patterns were chosen, and from one basic pattern the girls made the 
necessary alterations - (The teacher gave no assistance in this 
matter to the older girls as this was their fourth year at dress- 
making, and they now make all their own clothes in the latest 
fashion). 


The beginners cut their own dresses, and were 
shown how to baste (Elephant steps), and then the other stitching, 
(Fairy steps), necessary for sewing. To help them keep their seams 
straight, a faint line was drawn with a pencil. 


Needle Cases followed, made from old felt hats. 
The leaves of the cases were cut from small pieces of flannelette. 
During this time, the older girls were busy at home during the 
evenings. Two rag mats had been ordered. One order had come 
from Winnipeg. The girls dyed the required rags at the Mission, 
and received Six Dollars for the finished mats. These were also 
available for the Exhibition, as they had learned hookiag in school. 


It was also decided to adda table with pre- 
serving and cooking. Both Blueberries and Raspberries had been 


preserved in the fall - thirty Jars, to be exact. These are dated, 
and at the wish of the girls, left at the Mission until wanted. 
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The older girls have made Christmas fruit cakes for the past 
two years. These were iced, and exhibited. Also exhibited in this 
department were doaves of white bread, and apple pies. This work 
was done at night, and on Saturdays, at the Mission. One girl was 
so afraid that the teacher would knead her loaf bread, that she 
appeared at the Mission in the darkness of early morning, without 
having had her beeakfast at home. Needless to say, with such 
interest, the bread was very light, and beautifully baked. 


All this time too, the little boys were struggling valiantly 
with biscuit boxes, saved since August. Nails were carefully 
removed, and stored in a bottle for future use. The boys were also 
divided into two groups. The experienced ones showed a great 
improvement over last year. Their wood working vocabulary had 
increased, and they were familiar with the tools provided. Articles 
of a more useful nature were made; three-arned towel racks; fancy 
tie racks; match scratchers; match boxes for a table or radio; little 
wagons with elephants or ducks on them; rocking horses; very lovely 
tea-pot stands sand-papered and varnished (and subsequently wrapped 
and put on the Christmas Tree for the Mothers); door stops of various 
kinds, and one noce table. Great exasperatoon was expressed, 
because the biscuit boxes were at least an inch smaller, and much 
thinner than last year. 


All the articles mentioned above were either painted, enamelled, 
or varnished. Brushes were cared for, and thoroughly wahsed and 
dried. Paints were mixed to produce different colours and the 
teacher had daubs of paint here and there all over her clothes. 
Nevertheless, it was a wonderful time for the children. Many a 
recess passed with everybody sand-papering, or sawing, or using the 
drill. They sang as they worked, the many little English sdngs 
they have learned. 


Everything was completed by December 14. As the teacher was 
busy with lessons, the two oldest gtrls were given permission to 
arrange the articles on tables and on the walls. ‘They went around 
on tip-toe. Gave a final ironing to the dresses, put them on 
hangers, and arranged them beautifully. All articles had to be 
numbered. Booklets were prepared for the judges' use. Pencils 
were sharpened and placed inside the booklets. The following morning 
the prizes were tabilated, and arranged on the table. 


Just before two o'clock, the children washed and combed their 
hair. All was in readiness at two thirty, and the parents, traders, 
and Minister arrived on time. 


An opportunity was afforded the parents to view the work. The 
judges were called, and examined the exhibits. Before the prizes 
were presented, the children sang two songs. One of the Councillors 
presented the prizes; he had hurried hone from a long journey just 
to be at the exhibition. Many speeches followed. One father said 
"We do not know how to teach our children how to do these wonderful 
"things. No one else has ever done this for us. We are glad that 
"you have come among us, and we are grateful to you." 


So many believe that the Indian is hopeless, and yet when you 
hear them say "We are grateful to you", it makes you want to help 
them the more, and never give up until their dear little children 
have learned that with their hands to aid them, there is nothing 
too hard for them to do.

Last July my wife and I took over the work of Vissionary and Teach 
er,I as the former and she as the latter,here on the reserve at Oxford 
House,During the past six months we have been trying to get ourbear- 

ings while at the same tire carrying our work to the best o* our 
ability.lore and more, however, we have come to feel our need for cere 

tain things (description of which appears below)and we were wondere 
ing if you could help us in a way.l might say that our feeling of 
need has becore more ackute and our determination to write you more 
resolute sinee we received and read some material on indian work issu- 

ed by the Uniteé States Office of Indian Affairs.Amon this material 
were pamphlets such as Educational Service for Indians ,Indians Yester- 
day and Today, tiheirgweekly field letter Indian Biucation and others 
with which I expect you are fariliar.amon: other things this material 
convinced us of the tremendous possibilities in the type of work in 
which we are engaged;but,as I have already said,it also accentuated the 
needs we have come to feel in our work, 

It seems to us that before any plans can be laid whieh will be 
wrthwhile pushing and reasonably assured of success in the realm of edu- 
cation for better living, eertain things are required which we have not 

got.In brief they are: 

1,4 knowledge of the native culture,While a great deal of this 
must be picked up by living in that culture, nevertheless a great 

le laal of time anf misunderstanding could be saved if material as- 
serbled by expertson the subject could be studied while the liv- 
ing was going on----material like the Sherman Pamphlets just be- 
ing publisheé im’ the States.To date we both feel that we really 
know very littlq about the culture background, past or present, 
of the people arjong whom we are working:that/is our first need, 
A knowledge of the exact status of the Indian in this country. 
Although we have a vague idea of what "Treaty Indian" means our 
knowledge of what exactly an Indian can or cannot do rorally, 
economically or,any other way is negligible.£'d imagine a copy 
of the Indian act would help us in this connection;but anyway 
the above constitutes our secon zreat need, 
knowledge of the aims, objectives,and practical policies of the 
Government regarding the Indian,What exactly is the Indian De- 
partment trying to do for or with the Indians under its care? 
What policies does it advocate to those in direct contact with 
the Indian in order that those aims might be achieved? fhese are 
probably known to the Indian Agents but in a setup such as the 
one in this agency where the ones in direct contact with the 
»eople are the teachers and missionaries simply because the 
uzency is so big,it seems advisiblethat they be known to the late 
ter also so that the agent's work might be eased and greater all- 
round effectiveness result.This then is our third need,

inder similar cicumstances for the improvement of the lot of the 
Indian.For example:

vous I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
26th ultimo, in which you seek information in respect to 
the cultural background of the Indians amongst whom you 
are labouring, the status of the Indian in this country 

and the policy of the Department in respect to the progress 
and general wellbeing of the Indian population. 


I regret to state that the information in 
respect to these matters in print here is somewhat limited, 
and I should add that in view of the acute paper shortage 
that has now developed and the limited funds at our disposal, 
it is not at all likely that additional pamphlets will be 
printed at any time in the immediate future. It is my hope, 
however, that the information I am sending forward will meet 
your needs for the time being at least. 


In respect to the cultural backrround of the 
Canadian Indian, there is a book on this subject, written 
by Diamond Jenness, Dominion Anthropologist. This is a very 
bulky and very costly volume, and I hesitate to recommend it 
unless you are prepared to spend a great deal of time in an 
exhaustive study of Indian anthropology, Indian culture, etc. 
There is a magazine published monthly by the United States 
Department of Indian Affairs at Washington, entitled "Indians 
at York", that might prove interesting to you and to your 
wife and helpful in your work. 


The Canadian Indian is a ward of the Government 
and his exact status is outlined in the Indian Act, a copy 
of which I am sending forward. The reports of this branch 
for the last two or three years will give you a fair idea 
of governmental policy. This policy in the main in an econ- 
omic sense has consisted of the organization of fur develop- 
ment projects, the conservation of fur life and direct 
assistance to Indians engaged in agriculture by the establish- 
ment of a revolving fund, from which funds can be secured by 
the Indian for the purehase of farm eouipment, live stock, 
etc. A Handteraft Section was organized 4 years ago. We are 
at this date marketing handicraft products throuzh a central 
warehouse at Ottawa, The turnover last year amounted to 
approximately $25,000. Actual orgenization work so far has 
been confined to ftnaian reserves in eastern Canada. 


A health program was organized also about 4 years 
ago. This health program has as its immediate objective the 
arresting of the ravages of tuberculosis among Indians and the wtimg

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ate eradication of this disease. In recent years T. B. 
sanatoria have been established at Coqualeetza, B. C.; 
CutAppelle, Sask.; Dynevor, Man.; Fisher River, Man.; 

and Menitowaning, Ont. We have a medical division in 

the Department with two doctors in charge. In respect 

to health education in the schools, we have been folloving 
somewhat closely the textbooks and ceneral health program 
promoted by the provincial departments of Fdueation. 


It may be stated in a general sense that the 
aim of the Government is to gradually bring the Indian up 
to a standard of living and sccomplishment somewhat compar- 
able to that enjoyed by the averaze citizen of Canada in 
& well organized community. In the “ast, where this has 
been to some extent achieved, the result 1s at least partial 
assimilation, 


It cannot be sai¢ that ve have yet succeeded 
in establishing what one wicht describe 1s an ideal housing 
unit for the Indien families. Climatic conditions in the 
country differ widely. For example, a house suitable at 
Aklavik might be wholly unsuiteble in sou*hern Pritish 
Columbia. Where 1 ogs are available the loz house a pears 
to be the most satisfactory from the stendpoint of comfort 
and fire hazard. In a number of localities in Ontario 
Indians appear to favour small frome houses, roofed with 
asbestos shingles and finished with a fireproof, artificial, 
imitation brick. 


A number of worthwhile re-afforestation projects 
have been undertaken in recent years; hundreds of thousands 
of trees have been planted at the Six Nations, Muncey, 
Tyendineaga and a ‘number of other reserves. 


We are at this date encourazing Indians to zo 
in extensively for what we usually describe as subsistence 
gardens. We are doing this in an attempt to provide the 
Indian with a better balanced diet and to keen down to the 
lowest possible figure our annual relief costs. You will 
be interested to lesrn that Dr. Orford, the Indian Azent in 
charge of the James Bay Agency, confronted with conditions 
somewhat similar to the conditions existing at Oxford House, 
succeeded last year in growing sufficient potatoes for a 
large number of his Indians and this spring itnforns us that 
he has sufficient potatoes in a well constructed root-house 
to provide seed to a number of bands.

In response to the request contained in 
your letter of May 1, I am sending forward herewith 
certain information which I trust will prove helpful to 
you in your work at Cross Lake, It is unnecessary to 
state that, should you require additional information, 
you should feel free to communicate with us again at 
any time. 


In looking over the material, I notice 
that there are very few references to the educational 
policy of the Department, and it occurred to me that 
you might like to have an expression of Opinion on 
educational policy from me as you begin your new duties. 
Just at the moment we are finding it exceedingly difficult 
to secure the number of fully qualified teachers necessary 
to operate our schools. This condition is likely to 
continue for a decade at least and there is not mieh that 
we can do about it. However, I have arrived at a definite 
conclusion that Indian dey school teachers, particularly 
in the outlying districts, should be members of the 
permanent Civil Service and that they should te employe¢c 
for the full 12 month period, subject, of course, to the 
statutory holidays. They should qualify for superannuation 
and be paid a salary that would attract a large number of 
ambitious young men to take up this work. In other words, 
IT have in mind. the appointment, not of school teachers as 
such, but rather welfare and training officers, These 
men, ie under the nominal direction of the Indian 
agent, should be responsible for instruction in the class-~ 
room, the distribution of relief supplies, the care of 
the dispensary, promotion of gardening and in fact every- 
thing relating to Indian welfare. I am convinced that

nay cause physical injury. fowever, there is a lack of playground 
equipment and T games are the only ones enja} . bsence of unfair 
fighting such as ganging up on the man who! wn, is the result of 
vigilance on the part of the teacher, and punishment when caught in the 
act. 


English has improved somewhat, and I believe it is th 
result of doing away with interpretation etting the child to do as 
commanded in the Mi&glish language. ‘There is no Cree used on the school 
grounds, and beginners learn Unglish from the umes they play. Other 

ic subjects were taught as in any Manitoba public school, and 
children attending more than 175 days completed one average year's work. 
However, the very beginners will spend more than one year in the first gE 
‘rade. During the next year there will be several stufents in grade seven 
but t teacher w lL be limited due to the lack of text books for that 
‘rade. 


Industrial Art was taught in school by the teacher, 
employing one hour a w On acheivement day the girls displayed six 
dresses, four aprons, eight slips, pillow ses, towels, pot holdres, 
and numerous small articles. During the course, they were taught the 
care of clothes as well as washing, ironing and patching. The boys had 
their toys on display and other wooden articles as could be made from 
packing boxes and nails.

We realize how much annoyance and extra burden is laid upon you 
whenever a new missionary wishes to materalize his ideas, and his 
successor does the direct opposite. We are looking forward to treaty 
time with as much enthusiasm as the natives. There are many problems 
that I am sure could be solved when viewed at close range by Dr Corrigan 
and yourself. I hope that I will be able to arrange a motor boat to take 
the treaty party to the. school

Last February I wrote you a letter asking if you would 
kindly send my Indian Day School cheques to the above mentioned 
Bank and to be Deposited to my husband's account number 563500. 

This was done and I have recieved the Bank statement that the 
nineth school cheque number W 063005 was credited to account 
mumber 86300 under the name of William A. Dueck. I have no r cord 
of any other cheques de osited in that manner but assumed that 
the Bank was Crediting account mmber 36300 with the cheques for 
the school term of 1944-45. 

My explanation for the difficulty created is that you 
may have aske the Canadian Bank of Commerce, Bortage and Donald, 
at Winnipeg, Manitoba to accept these cheques in my name under 
account mmber 36300, That is impossible as I have no account 
at any Bank but place my savings with those of my husbands. Therefo 
for if you would kindly sen my other cheques to the same Bank 
and ask them to Credit Mr William A Duecks account number 36300 
with my cheques, I sh wuld be deeply obliged.

Dear Mr Lazenby, 


I received your letter in connection with my Indian 
Day School cheques and wish to answer to the best of my ability. 


Last February I sent to the Comptroller of the Indi 
an Affairs Branch at Ottawa, asking them to send the cheques to the Bank 
of Commerce, Portage and Donald Branch, Winnipeg, Manitoba, and to be" 
eredited to my fad account number 36390 under the name of William 
A Dueck, Oxford House, Manitoba. The reason being that it was so 
indefinite about our mail service, and we didn't wish to have the cheque 
go astray. 

Since last September I received through the mail 
eight cheques numbers J 042592, Q 021176, & 098943, S 001479, S 064500 
T 069417, U 054480, V 070522. 

On May 29th I received a Bank statement from the 
above mentioned Bank of Commerce, signed by John Shaw, Manager, that 
account number 36300 was credited with ninety one dollars and forty 
cents, of cheque number W 063005, and gathered from this that my request 
as mentioned had been accepted by both the Department and the Bank. 

Since I think it quite favourable in every respect 
that my Indian Day School cheques be deposited to my husband's savings 
account number 36300 it is my wish that it be continued for the school 
year of 1944 to 45. 

It seems that the difficulty arose when the cheque

Took off for Narrows at 1030 hrs, arrived Narrows 
1100 hrs. Nearly went through thin ice in front of 
U.C. Mission, just missed open water by few feet, 


Interviewed Rev. Kehler and Mr Clarke, Manager of 
the Hudson's Bay Company. Quite a number of women 
with children staying in the locality so their children 
Gan attend school. This would not be possible without 
the Family Allowance. I inspected the school, Miss 
Helen Loewen is the teacher. She is 23 years of ace with 
@ grade 9 standing. There were 14 pupils present. The 
building is the most dilapitated sehool building I have 
ever seen. I would like to desoribe it. It is an 
abandoned Mission House built on semi-muskeg; the classroom 
is 10°x 28", the walls lean in and out, the ceiling 
sags and the floor heaves, ‘There are large windows on a 
Southern exposure. There are no blinds and the 
children cannot esoape the constant @lare of the sun, 
It is almost impossible to see the cloth Blackboard at 
the far end of this ‘tunnel’, The walls are 8 ft. high, 
none of the doors open or close properly owing to the 
heaving of the building. The desks are of rough lumber 
and rickety. The teacher's desk is a packing case, and 
she has an apple box for a seat. At the far end of 
the room there is a large stone fireplace which provides 
ventillation, making it the only Day Sshool in the Agenoy 
where the air is not foul. Taking all this into considera- 
tion, I eonsider That Miss Loewen is doing valiantly. I 
gave her what advice and encouragement T could. ‘Took off 
for Oxford House 1600 hrs, arrived 1645 hrs, Tt was 
almost dark.

We 
also received report recently from Inspector Bateman 
in which he remarks on the bad condition of the present 
school. 


In preparing our appropriation for the fiscel 
yeer 1947-48, we were confronted with a very large 
number of requests from all parts of Canada for new 
schools. We could only provide for some of them this 
year and as far as your Agency is concerned, the fol- 
lowing amounts are provided in the 1947-48 appropriation. 


Jack River C.—~. Teacher's Residence $3,500. 
Cross Lake U.C. School and Teacher's 
Residence combined $8,000. 
Island Lake R.C. School and Teacher's 
Residence combined $8,000, 


In other words, there is an amount of $19,500. provided 
for new school buildings in your Agency during the coming 
fiscal year. 


Owing to the information supplied in the 
second and third paragraphs of your letter, we would 
like to know if the conditions eat Oxford House apply 
also to Cross Lake and Island Lake. If so, it geht 
be possible to purchase material for Cross Lake, Island 
Lake and Oxford House from the $16,000. available. I 
presume it will be easier to erect the teacher's 
residence at Jack Fiver. 
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We will be pleased to hear further from 
you offering any suggestions you consider necessary. 


In the first part of this letter we re- 
ferred to report from Inspector Bateman. One of his 
statements was that the fire in the school is started 
in the morning by a child from a neighboring home and 
frequently the fire is not lighted until fifteen 
minutes before school is called. As a result, it is 
impossible to heat the school before noon. 


The Department feels that this condition, 
at least, could be remedied and we are prepared to 
allow a reasonable amount for the balance of this 
winter for someone who will light the fire much eerlier 
in the morning so that the building may at least be 
warm when the children arrive at school.

The conditions which apply at Oxford House 
apply also at Island Lake, but not at Cross Lake. If build- 
ing material is available it will be possible to have it 
shipped in from Winnipeg to both Norway House and Cross Lake. 


It is physically impossible to build a school 
and teacherage at Island Lake within the 1947-8 fiscal year 
owing to the transportation difficulties. I would therefore 
like te suggest that the $8,000.00 allotted for the R.C. school 
and teachers residence be spent this summer in acquiring 
material for Oxford House and Island Lake. This material 
ceuld be collected and stored at Ilford and sent in by tractor 
next winter and a similar appropriation next year could he 
used for the building of the schools and residences. 


There are considerable storage facilities 
at Ilford. The warehouses belong to the God's Lake Gold 
Mines and I believe are rented by Mr Johnson of Johnson 
Transportation Co. I will wire him to ascertain if he will 
warehouse the material we send in during the summer,

I understand the following situation exists at 
Oxford House: 


There are two schools in operation at present: 


(1) Oxford House No, 1. This is in the old building 
eituated near the nursing station, I am informed that 
the nursing station has been built with extra accom- 
modation for the teacher of thie school. This would

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moan that @ school without a teachorage would be 
required to replace the old building presently used, 
Unfortumately, we have no bill of materials prepared 
for a standard one-room school without a teacherage. 
Because of other more urgent work being dome by our 
Arehitects and Engineers, it is most unlikely that 
we will be able to prepare such a bill of materials 
goe some months to come, It may therefore be neces~ 
sary to consider the purchase of a prefebricated 
building (without a teacherage) at this point. 


ord House an School. This school is 
conduct @ renova’ council house, My 

information is that it ie some distance from the first 
gchool but I have no details, Unfortunately, Mr. and 
Mrs. Reynolds have mver completed the annual day 
echool teacher's report af required (see March 1948 
issue of the Indian School Bulletin). As @ result, 
our information on the situation at Oxford House 
ie very poor. 


It would seem that ea standard one-room 
achool with attached teacher's quarters would be required at this 
point. This school would be identical to that being constructed 
now at Island Lake, for the United Church Mission area. ile do 
have a bill of materiale for such a building and we could arrange 
to ship in these materials during the coming winter, However, 
in view of the fact that we may have to order a prefabricated 
building for Oxford House No. 1, you may want to consider the 
provision of a prefebricated building also at Oxford House No, 2, 
These buildings would differ in that Oxford House No, 1 would have 
no attached teacher's residence. 


Finally, there is the possibility that a two- 
room school would serve this area better than two l-room schools. 
Unfortunately, we have no exact details ase to the distances in- 
volved end therefore it will be necessary far you to make a 
recommendation concerning this. 


We will anticipate a reply from you covering 
the points raised above.

House Indian Day School. 


Conditions at Oxford House were very 
good. The Indians were getting plenty of fish 
and meat, and were on the traplines. We have two 
schools at this point, which are situated three 
miles apart. One is taught by Mrs. Reynolds and 
the other by Mr. Reynolds, the Missionary, who are 
both permit teachers. Mrs. Reynolds had 50 pupils 
on the roll and 28 in the class at the time of my 
visit to the school. 


When I visited the school taught by Mr. 
Reynolds it was early in the morning and the 
children were just starting to arrive. These are 
fairly old buildings, but in fair condition, as 
they have recently been whitewashed and cleaned up. 


Lighting in both schools was very poor. 
This is a point where we intend building a new 
school next year.

Oxford House Sehool, No. 1 has been completed, with the 
exception of installation of Selkirk Chiunsy. 


God's Lake United Church School is also completed, with 
exception of Selkirk Chimney. 


When these chimneys arrive it will be only a matter of 
hours to install each one. 


I made « final check on God's Lake United Chureh Ssehool 
om Oct, 17th. 


This building has been completed sufficiently to legalise 
payment to the Contractor. 


However the finishing was on extremly hurried job and 
reflects no eredit to the man concerned, 


The living quarters especially are very poorly painted and 
finished, the cupboard doors do not fit and the paint has 
Just been slapped on. 


In the Main Glass Room, the omall windows on the North side 
are fitted with Butt hinges, these hinges were not countersunk, 
when the windows are closed it leaves an eighth of an inch gap. 


The Contractor was told about all this by the Assistant Agent 
at God's Lake and agreed to rectify it, however it was not done as 
apparently the asain idea was to get finished and get back to tom, 


Unfortunately, the Contractor had left when I made my final 
inspection, ‘The whole finish shows a definite lack of interest. 
In my Opinion this man should act be given any further Contracts with 
the Indien Department. 


Attached pleases find Final Progress Report. 
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I see no signs of Teachers for Oxford House Schools, Ne. 1 & 2, 
nor for Split Lake. 


Gould I be advieed as te when these Teachers may arrive?

The practice has been followed of appointing teachers 
for Day Schools in the Pas Agency on the recommendation 
of the Anglican Church authorities. Archdeacon MacKay 
usually made the nominations; but during his absence they 
were made by Rev. Mr. Hines. It occurred to me that 
persons were put in charge of Day Schools who were really 
not competent, and on certain nominations being made 
by Rev. Mr. Hines in June I advised him that temporary 
appointment of his nominees would be made, but retention 
of their services would be subject to action upon the 
report which I asked the Inspector to make. I now send 
for your information copy of the report of the 268th. 
instant from Mr. Inspector Marlatt. ‘You will observe that 
he considers Geo. Crane and Albert Smith, two Indians en- 
gaged as teachers, incompetent, and recommends that their 
services be dispensed with on the 30th. June next, 1 think 
the facts produced by the Inspector justify his recommen- 
dation and I eonour in same,

At the band meeting held last summer on the Pes 

Reserve,end on various occasions since,the Indians have brought up 
the question of a Day Sehool on the reserve just across from the 
Town. I mentioned the matter to the resident Anglican Clergyman 
Mr.Fraser,and he agreed to try and find a house which could be 
rented for the purposes of a school,but no suitable building could 
be found,and there the matter rests. The school Trustees of 
this Town are now completing a new school for the junior classes, 
on the English Church Mission property,close to the river and just 
across from the reserve. I have made an arrangement with them to 
take into this school,say 15 of our Indian children at a charge of 
$2.00 a month for each child,and subject to the endorsation of the 
Dept.of Indian Affairs. I have not mentioned this as yet to Fhe 
band,and wil notdo so till I receive a reply to this communication. 

There is a halfbreed settlement here and there will be quite a 
number of Non Treaty Indian children going to this hool, that 
belong to these people. It may be necessary to help a few of 
our Indian children in the way of stockings and mitts,and perhaps 


japs,and I would recommend that a sum of say {50.00 be placed at

At the samo noottie mentioned in my 
letter No. 362/113 it was resolved by Chief Constant, 
seconded by Norman Lathlin, Councillor, and carried by 
all the male members of the band, a large majority of 
whom were present, to petition the Department to build a 
day school on the reserve, immediately opposite the town 
of The Pas. 

Discussing the matter among themselves 
at their meeting, the various speakers pointed out that 
fhe Department had promised to build a day school for the 
education of their children, when they moved from the 
south side of the river. Purther not-with-standing a 
Roarding School is to be built at the Eddy, a day achool 
will be needed, as all their children cannot be admitted, 
as other reserves will also send children to this Boarding 
Sehool. Their younger children will need to be taught at 
a day school near home, while the elder ones will be 
admitted into the Boarding School. They further protested 
againat permitting their children to attend the white 
school at The Pas. They were not approached in the matter 
when the arrangement was made, and it is strongly against 
their wishes. 

In this respect I would strongly 
recommend that a day school be built for these people. The 
present arrangements of the Indian ohbldren attending the 
Pas Public School is looked upon with disfavor by the 


Indians. Personally I am not in favor of the arrangement. 
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There is always a certain olash anong the two classes. The 
white ohildron look down upon the Indian children, and 
being very sensitive by nature the Indian children do not 
like to attend the white school. It would therefore be 

to the interest of the Indians to have a day school on 
their reserve. The missionary in charge of the Protestant 
mission here says they stand ready to supply a teacher 

for the school. In the meantine I think a building could 
be rented for the purpose of hélding day school, until 


a school house could be built.

No. 117558/1 dated July 16th in connection with a school for 
the Pas Band opposite the Pas town, I would say that I have 
obtained a house which will be suitable for temporary quarters. 
The house is now in process of reppirs, and by the time I 
get authority from Ottawa, it will be ready for school pur- 
poses. The rent will be $60.00., The building is built of 
logs. 16 x 18, with a ceiling 8 ft. high. The building will 
be well fixed, for winter, so that it will be warm and 
comfortable. The material and furnishings of the old school 
are all available. 

The teacher had in view by the 
Church of England is an elderly English lady, and although 
not holding a certificate, has a good general education, and 
is qualified to teach an Indian School. I am persons&ly ac- 
quaimted with the lady, and I am sure she would make good. 

I would further urge the Department 
to erect a building on this reserve for school purposes. It 
ia absolutely necessary. The boarding school now building 
will not house all the children of school age here, as many 
others will be admitted from other reserves. It is therefore 
essential that a day school be built on the Pas reserve, at 
the point opposite the town of The Pas, as this point would 
be central; and children from Carrot River settlement could 
also attend. 

I hope therefore that the Department 


will take immediate steps to build a Day School as the build- 
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ing temporarily used will not be suitable for any length 
of time.

nd many matters of vital importance to the future welfare of 
(ye dad have been taken #@p and discussed by them. 


We kmowthat the usual way of getting matters of outstanding 
impertanee before your department is through the local Indian agent ,We 
are not going over his hea#@ at all in taking the matters we wish to dis- 
cuss, up direct with you,as we have already talked them over with Mr.Jd. 
Waddy,who suggests that we write you persobally in reference to the matt 
om school education of the children on the reserve. 

AS we think your department must undoubtedly know, be#ause 
your department is tesponsible for the condition that has obtained,there 
has been no day school in one section of the Pas Reserve for the past 
fhree or four years. In this district there are tgday, rumning around, 
idle and uneducated, some fifty five childred of school HMM:age, who 
‘are deprived of educational facilities in every way shape and form. hm 
There is not now,nor has there ever been a day school building in this 
seetion of the reserve. For the short time that a day school wae conduc 
-ed in this district some years ago an 014 tumble down shkek was rented 
and used for the purpose. It was entirely unsuitable and was torn down 
because it was useless for any porpose. This we would like to say,was 
before ir. Waddy became the local Indian Agent,abd was a matter whivh 
should have concerned and interested his predecessor,which apparesitly 
it did not very much. This however, is a4 matter of ancient history,and 


nothing can be gained by discussing that phase of the question any fuyx 
ther.

The questionfor immediate consideration is the remedying ef this 
d@eplorable,and we think inexcusable condition of affaizs, which has 
been allowed to exist for so long in reference to the important matter 
ef the primerary education of the children on this section of the Pas 
reaseve to which we have just refered. 

A special meeting was called by the New Chief for Jan,I7th. to dis- 
cuss this matter. It was felt by the Council that this condition could 
not be tolerated any longer, and upon the suggestion of the Chief, it 
was unanimouBly agreed that we shovld without delay write direct to th 
Indian Department to ask them to at once erect a suitable school build 
ing,centewly loeated to accommodate all the school children in the dis 
trict. It was also decided to ask the department to erect an extra ,and 
separate building for the purpose of the children having their noonday 
meal because of the long distance many of them would have to go to att 
end the day school. 

There are very many arguments we covld submit in favor of the grant 
ing of our most reasonable request, but we feel that your Department 
will at once realize the need for the school building we ask to have 
erected and they must know without our saying so that there is nothing 
more impottant to the people of the Pas Reservo, as also to all the 
people of the province as a whole than the matter of a secular educat- 
jon fer the children. Our children, some fifty five of them are today,

For some years, Church and Department representatives 
have urged the establishment of a day school on The Pas Reserve. 
Mr. Inspector S. J. Jackson, in 1920, recommended that a day 
school be built at an early date. Mr. Indian Agent Waddy, 
whose recommendation was sought, was quite in favour of such a 
programme. ‘The Department wrote to you on November 10, 1920, 
asking for a recommendation. 


The question was brought to your attention again 
under cover of August 8, 1922. Please note your file 205-14 A. 


His Lordship the Bishop of Saskatchewan visited the 
Department in 1923 and urged the establishment of a two-roomed 
school and residence. The Department also received a petition 
from the members of the band. No funds were available, however, 
and the matter was not referred again to your office. 


In October, last, the Bishop of Saskatchewan wrote 
in part as follows; "The conditions here (The Pas) have been a 
public scandal for some time. There are 55 ghildren at this 
end of the reserve, from 7 years of age upwards, running wild. 
This school is urgently needed and should be proceeded with 
at once. The site should be central, near where we have built 
the Chureh of the Messiah, viz., the village end of the 
reserve." 


When Mr. Indian Agent Waddy was sending in his 
estimates for the coming fiscal year, he wrote in part es 
follows: "The Pas Reserve is asking agein for a day school 
near the reserve. My idea is slightly aifferent from that of 
the church authorities and the Indians, who ask for a large 
two-roomed school. - - = ~ - I would consider a small school 
sufficient at first, made so that it could be enlarged if 
successful." 


In the light of these facts, I should be pleased if 
you would make a recommendation with reference to the 
provision a combined day school and teacher's residence at 
The Pas. + the present writing, there is in the draft 
Eetimates for Indian Education, 1925-26, an 4tem of $4,290.00 
in this connection.

There were 21 present on the day of my visit. The 
attendance here should be better as tle children live 
quite close to the school and only in cases of sickness 
should they be absent. I instructed the teacher to 
notify the Agent of any delinquents, and Mr, Lovell 
@ssured me he would check up on the matter and have the 
pupils sent either to the day school or boarding school. 
The children are not making any rapid progress and there 
appears to be little change from year to year in the 
grades. It is impossible to understand what they say 
when reading, and they are very backward in answering 
any oral questions. Their writing and other book work 
is fairly good. 

The classroom was well aired and clean, 
The school building is in good repair, although badly in 


need of exterior painting. During the past year a small

storehouse has been erected at the rear of the school, 
which is used for wood and storing of supplies.

The teacher's residence is in fair repair, 
but too small. This fact I have pointed out on several 
occasions, and I think the money spent for the shed could 
have been used to better advantage in adding an extra 
bedroom to the residence.

This school is in a very poor condition at the present time 
owing to there havéng been no regular echool for the year 
before the June quarter, The building is a poor one about 
15 x 20 and in poor condition, 


Robert Thomes was educated at a college in Prince Albert 
for 3 years end 3 years in sattleford Indian School with 
Principal matheson. He has taught for 6 years end is 45 
years of age. He was at the front in France for over 2 

years snd has acquired a taste for alcholic liquors. 


There are so many children on this reserve that the board- 
ing school cannct accommodate them. A new school 20 x 36, 
ll ft. ceiling should be built opposite the Pas town at an 
early date. I would recommend that Agent Waddy be aeked to 
get s tender from Councillor Patrick Conetant for a new 
echool.

It is in very poor condition and too small for 
the purpose. The Inspector states that there are so many 
children on this reserve that the boarding school (Mackay) 
cannot accommodate them. He recommended that Agent Waddy 
be asked to get a tender from Councillor Patrick Constant 
for a new building, as he has a mill and can supply the 
lumber from his own logs. 


The Agent now forwards a tender which he received 
from Patrick Constant, who offers to erect a building 20 by 
36 feet and to supply all the material required and do the 
work at @ price of $1469.00, and, if the Department purchases 
any of the material, the cost is to be deducted from the 


above amount. 


There are 85 children of school age on The Pas 
Reserve, all of whom are Angliamns. Of this number 46 are 
in attendance at the Mackay Boarding School, which hae ite 
full enrolment, leaving a balance of 37 for whom day school 
accommodation has to be provided. 


There is no doubt that a new day school is urgently 
required on this resefve and should be built in the near 
future. We are now paying $50.00 per annum rent, which re- 
presents a capital expenditure of nearly $1400.00 at 6%. The 
tender received is $1469.00 and for this amount the Departmat 
would have a building large enough to accommodate all the 
children who would attend and it would be better adapted ani 
more central than the present rented building. It is pro -

His Lordship the Bishop of Saskatchewan visited the 
Department in 1923 and urged the establishment of a two-roomed 
gsohool and residence. The Department also received a petition 
from the members of the band. No funds were available, however, 
and the matter was not referred again to your office. 


In October, last, the Bishop of Saskatoehewan wrote 
in part as follows: “The conditions here (The Pas) have been a 
public scandal for some time. There are 55 children at thie 
end of the reserve, from 7 years of age upwards, running wild. 
This school is urgently needed and should be proceeded with 
at once. The site should be central, near where we havo built 
the Chureoh of the Messiah, vis., the village ond of tho 
reserve." 


When Mr. Indien Agent Waddy wae sending in his 
estimates for the coming fisonl year, he wrote in part as 
follows: "The Pas Reserve is asking again for a day school 
near the reserve. My idea ie slightly different from that of 
the ohureh authorities and the Indians, who ask for a large 
two-roomed school. - - - - I would consider a small school 
eufficient at first, made so that it could be enlarged if 
successful." 


In the light of these facts, I should be pleara if 
you would make a recommendation with reference to the 
provision of a combined day school and teacher's residence at 
The Pas. At the present writing, there is in the draft

This school is in charge of Mr. J, P. 
Humberstone who holds his Second Class Professional 
and was appointed by the Church of England. 

The roll called for 31 pupils and on 
the day of inspection, I found 22 present, 14 boys and 
8 girls. The grades range from 1 to 3 and the children 
appeared well along in their studies. Mr. Humberstone 
has certainly succeeded in getting these children to 
talk and they can be heard clearly from any part of the 
room. 

The school is of the improved type and 
I understand is quite comfortable during the winter. 

The children were well dressed and 
clean. 

Mr. Humberstone takes keen interest in 
his work and appears to be getting results. 

The residence in connection with the school 
is a four roomed cottage with a very small basement. Mr. 
Humberstone pointed out that he had no place to use as a 
store room as the house only had four rooms with no back 
kitchen. The washing machine and tubs must either be in 
the kitchen or out under the trees. An outside kitchen 
could be erected quite esasily and at small cost. The 


present combined kitchen and dining room is not supplied 


with any cupboards. A work table should be built along 


one wall with cupboards above, which would greatly 


help Mrs. Humberstone in her house work.

I pointed out to Mr. Humberstone that these windows must 
be kept open, and instructed the Agent to have the outside 
windows put on with hinges so that plenty of fresh air 
may be obtained. 

The school building and the teacher's 
residence are badly in need of painting and this.work 
should be done, if possible, during the coming year. 

I was not impressed with the appearance 
of Mx. Humberstone's residence, but he explained that the 
house having only 4 rooms and a small basement gave him 
no place to use as a storeroom and he was obliged to 
leave things out in the yard and on the verandah which 
otherwise might be stored away A lean-to 12 ft. wide 
built on the rear of this house would provide for another 
bedroom and kitchen and could be made good use of by the 


present family.

monthly visite, that thie condition was improved. You should 
take this matter up with the teacher with a view to improving 
the discipline. 


The Inspector states that he authorized you to have 
the outside windows put on with hinges, so that a supply of fresh 
air could be obtained. It is presumed that you have attended 
to this matter, 


The Inspector further states that the school build- 
ing and teacher's residence require painting next year, You 
should br this matter to the attention of the Department 

@early next Spring, stating the work you would advise be carried 
out and the approximate cost of same, also how you would propose 
having the labour carried out. 


fhe Inspector recommends that a lean-to, 12 feet wide, 
should be built on the rear of the teacher's residence to provide 
a bedroom and kitchen, also storage facilities. I shall be 
pleased to have a report from you regarding thie matter, stating 
whether you would recommend the erection of a lean-to, and, if so, 
the approximate cost af having the work completed,

$o your 128-7-5 of the 19th,instant, I beg 
to say tha&t I have, as instructed, to-day visited The Pas Indian 
Day School and examined the pump and well. I find that the reason 
the pump-handle breaks, is that the well fweeezes at the bottom 
at the cylinder, so that it is useless to have the handle repair- 
ed at present. 

I would suggest that it be left till spring, and that 
tthe well be properly covered in at the level of the ground, so 
that it will not freeze below. 

4 The well is only about 24ftedeep. A floor could be put 
in, say 4 ft. or so from the top of the crib, which would prevent 
the frost from going further down. 

The pump is an old wooden one. Fixing the handle is a 
matter of a few minutes, to bore another hole for the eye-bolt 
which pulls out when the pump freezes. 

However should you wish to have the well fixed at once 
I shall be pleased to have it done. 

I presume the well is frozen to the bottom, 
In regard to the wood-shed, I would suggest a building 
out 14x16-8ft,walls of ship-lap and shingled, with a light 
ment foundation to keep the sills from rotting. I do not think 
floor would be necessary. Such a shed could be built at a small 
and if required I could submit a figure for the material 


In regard to the wood supply, there is a good supply, 
sawed up, at the presenttime, It is always a @ifficult matter 
set the Indians to supply wood.

With reference to the pump, it is consid- 
ered that, as suggested by you, the carrying out 
of any repairs and placing the pump in good con- 
dition should remain over until weather conditions 
permit next spring. When considered timely by you 
in the spring, you may arrange to have the well 
properly covered in at the level of the ground, to 
prevent freezing. It is noted you suggest that a 
floor be put in about four feet from the top of 
the crib, in order to prevent the frost from going 
further down. You may have this floor installed, 
and, if a new pump is required, you may arrange for 
ite purchase and installation. In maki the 
repairs to this well, please see that all costs are 
kept as low as possible and you should render cert- 
ified accounts, in the usual manner, covering the 
expenditure incurred. Please bear this matter in 
mind, and, early next spring, have the well placed 
in a satisfactory condition to prevent freezing. 


Regarding the erection of a woodshed, I 
have to request that you will submit an estimate 
of the cost of the material and labour in building 
a shed of the type and size as mentioned in your 
letter. When this information is to hani, consid- 
eration will be given as to whether funds for the 
purpose can be provided to have the shed built 
next summer.

The children were well dressed and clean. Their 
hair was neatly combed and apparently free from vermin.

inside the school proper. This would give us a considerable 
amount more floor space and the advantages of a porch could 
be obtained by building one on the outside of the door, 
While I have not actually been up there, my information is 
that there has been no attempt made to insulate the ceilings 
of these buildings. I think that they could be much more 
comfortable by the use of sawdust, Both schools are short 
of seats. It might be possible to have these made locally."

Our Provincial regulations call for 15 sq. ft. of 
floor space and 200 cubic ft. of air space per pupil. These 
figures were given me by Mr. Goodman at Norway House, who had 
obtained them directly from the Provincial Department. On my 
return I checked our schools on The Pas Reserve, which are 
identical in size and layout. These schools are 21 x 23 x 10 
with an additional 7 x 21 x 10 porch, (this porch being under 
the main roof). The cubic space would thus allow 24 pupils, or, 
if the porch were included, 31 pupils. The square foot space 
would allow 32 pupils or, with porch included, 42 pupils. To 
comply with the regulations the ceiling should be 3 feet higher. 
In other words these buildings would require a 13 foot ceiling 
to bring the cubic air space in line with the square foot space. 
Even with these schools I think there is enough space between 
the ceiling and roof to fill these requirements. However, 
independent of this, by the removal of the partition and the 
installation of proper desks, conditions can be materially 
improved. These schools are cold and should be insulated and 
it should be done before the fall term opens this year. Of 
course, with the removal of the inside partition a porch would 
have to be added, These schools have a registration of 38 and 
34 respectively.

I beg to advise in thie connection 
that I am well aware that the schools are crowded, 
but not so much this year as last, owing to more 
children going to boarding school from this area, 
and there have been a consideratle numrer whose 
parents have been enfranchised, But the situation 
as it stands sat the present time is this: 


The provincial government have a school 
in this vicinity which has not functioned for a 
number of years. The School Inspector for this 
area approached me with a scheme to build a big 
joint school in this ares, to take care of half- 
breeds and Indians, I had his assurence that this 
was taken up with the Minister of Education for 
Manitoba, and through him, with our Department. 
If thissoheme is successful, any work that I did 
on these schools would be simply a waste of money. 
I interviewed the Inspector a few days ago, and 
he assured me, “off the records”, that there had 
been some agreement with the Department in Winnipeg 
and Ottawa, whereby one of our schools would be 
enlarged to take care of the half-breeds, and the 
Department of Education would see that the school at 
Moose Lake would be enlarged to take care of the 
Indians in that vicinity, Up to the present time, 
I have had no official woré, but I have hesitated 
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recommending any work on these schools, until I wip 
peen notified that the arrangements had been made, 
as. I do not want to spend money without having a 
beneficial result. 


I do not think that Dr. Yule knows anything 
about the arrangements or any discussions regaraing 
this scheme. Consequently, he reported this in nis 
monthly report. Labor is very scarce, and material 
very hard to procure at the present time, but the 
cost to do these schools would be approximately 
$150.00 each, that is, to wash the kalsomine off, 
and paint. If, under the circumstances, the Depart- 
ment are willing to go ahead and re-decorate these 
schools, I will endeavor to have this done in the 

stmas holidays.

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A residential school was formerly operated by the 
Anglicans at The Pas, This burned in 1933 and the children wore 
moved to the Elkhorn Residential School, It has now been necessary, 
due to the age of the building, to remove som of these children 
from the Elkhorn School and we are therefore faced with the need 
of providing dormitory facilities again for the Indian children 
scattered along the railway line between The Pas and Churchill, 
I would recommend that an Educational Survey Coumittee be estab- 
lished to visit this aree dnd to report as follows:

(2) If the provision of day schools is recommended, 
where should these be situated and of what type?

During the conversation that we had on your last visit to 
Brandon, I gathered that there is a proposal for the erection of a new 
school on the Devon Mission and I presume that this will be one with living 
quarters attached. I do not know, of course, whether the present school, 
of which Mr. Sam Waller is the Teacher, would still be in use, but if this 
is to be replaced, we would, as a Diocese, like to have the opportunity of 
considering the purchase of the residence and perhaps even gaining possession 
of the school building. 


Our present residence for the Missionary is so situated that in 
the winter he is completely isolated and we find that with the visiting re- 
quired at the Sanatorium and at The Pas Hospital, it is essential that he 
should live close to the highway and thus be able to use a car, For some 
time we have been considering the possibility of moving our house close to 
where Mr, Waller lives, but if you no longer would require this house as 
living quarters, it might be more economical to consider obtaining this 
instead of moving our present one. 


While I realize, of course, that some time may elapse before a 
new school and living quarters are built, I felt it would be advisable to 
inform you concerning this matter so that if changes are made, our applic~- 
ation may be on file,

There is a possibility that we might hook on to their line 
about 300 yards from our new school, which is circled on 
the map I am forwarding to you. The electric line and 
new school are marked in red. 


If this location for the new school is approved 
I would like to be advised as soon as possible so that I 
may obtain suthority from Mr. Davis to start digging for 
water on this site. I have been unable to locate a well 
digger in this district, so it mey have to be done by hand.

So far they ere down 
about 40 Ft., and are just starting to get a small trickle 
of water. There is about two Ft. of weter in the bottom 
of the well, but I want to be sure thet we have sufficient 
water supply before finally deciding on the site. This 
is the reason I have not edvised you before in this connection. 
I will wire you immediately, as soon as we have sufficient 
water supply. 


I will secure s Bend Resolution, and forward 
this to the Dept. of Reserves and Trusts, as soon es the 
site is definitely decided upon.

In connection with the digging of a well for the 
proposed two room day school on The Pas Reserve, your file 
531-5 (BE). I regret the delay in sdvising you further, but 
I have just returned from my holidays. 


Up to the present time $600.00 hes been spent on 
this project. We are don 75 Ft., throuch clay, with no 
change of soil. This is ebout 30 Ft. below river level. 
There is some seepage but I am not positive that there would 
be sufficient for the school. There is approximetely 6 Ft. 
of water in the bottom of the well, but some of this would 
be rain weter. There has been a cave in at the bottom, which 
I think is due to seepage, and in time will possibly inérease 
the flow of water into the well,therefore I do not think we 
should go to the expense of digging another well at the 
present time, when I can not give any sssurance that 
sufficient water would be obteined. 


I would like very much to have the school built on 
this location as there is sufficient room for a pleyaro und, 
we would be able to obtain ele ctricity, it is fer enouch 
from the highway to be safe for children playing near the 
school, and it is centrally located on the Reserve. 


Would it be possible to proceed with the construction 
of the school at this location, under these circumstances. 
If this well does not heave sufficient water another well cen 
be dug about 50 yards from the proposed site of the scl ool 
in lower ground, water from this well, if obtained, would of 
course have to be cerried to the school.

With reference to the Minutes of the Council of 
the Peguis Band of the 5th instant renewing the application 
for the establishment of a third school on their reserve 
I beg to say that a similar application was received in 
April of 1917. 


Mr. Agent Oarter Was sent a blue print of the 
reserve ami asked to mark thereon the location of the 
present schools and where the Indians wanted the new school 
builtp as Well as the locations of the different Indian 
families on the reserve and the number of children of 
school age in each family. Mr. Carter furnished the re- 
quired information, and he Was informed that the Department 
was unable to erect a new school on the reserve then, as, 
owing to the war, the funds at its disposal were limited, 
and he Was told that so long as the War lasts they should 
arrange to transport their children to the two existing 
schools. 


on referring to the blue print sent Mr. Carter 
I find that the Indians are located along the Fisher River, 
running for a distance of about fifteen miles through the 
reserve, which is twelve miles long. There is one school 
about two miles from the northern boundary of the reserve 
and the south Peguis school is about two and a half miles 
from the southern extremity of the reserve and the two 
schools are about twelve miles apart by the road, 


It is the wish of the Indians to have a central 
school for the accommodation of about thirty children, all

I have to inform Your Lordship that the Church of 
England missionary and the Indian agent living on the Peguis 
Reserve are extremely desirous of arranging for the 
education of their children locally. The Department has 
been asked to arrange, if at all possible, for the services 
of a well qualified teacher eat the somes Centre Seshool. I 
am corresponding with the Provineiel Authorities, with a 
view to securing their assistance because of the nine white 
ehildren who are living on the reserve. Your Lordship will 
remember you informed me that Mr. Packer, the teacher of 
the Peguis South School, has not been giving satiefaction. 
Would it be possible to transfer Miss Stapleton, the 
present incumbent at Peguis Centre, to the South School and 
arrange for a weil qualified successor for the coming 
academic year’ Miss Stapleton has been doing good work and, 
no doubt, would handle the South Sehool satisfactorily.

I am informed that the Indian schools on the Peguis 
Reserve are placed in your inspectorate and, as a problem has 
arisen, I am writing for your recommendation if you have 
already visited the schools in question or for your attention 
and recommendation if you have not made the inspection to date. 


At the Peguis Centre Indian Day School a Miss 
Stapleton has been teaching with more or less success since 
1921. She is not on particularly good terms with either the 
Indian agent or the Anglican missionary, both of whom have 
children of school age. These gentlemen consider her unsatis~ 
factory as a teacher and heretofore they have seen fit to 
undertake heavy expense to make other arrangements for the 
schooling of their children. I wish to seoure your advice on 
two definite questione: First, would the Provincial Depart- 
ment entertain a request to establish a school for the nine 
white children who are living on the reserve’ Secondly, are 
the services of Mr. Packer, the teacher of the Peguis South 
Sehool, so unsatisfactory that the Department would be 
warranted in asking for his resignation’ We could then, with 
the approval of the Church of England authorities, who 
nominate both teachers, arrange for the transfer of liiss 
Stapleton to the South School where, no doubt, she would do 
good work as she is well liked by the Indians, and then 
secure a well qualified teacher for Peguis Centre, to whom 
the white parents would be glad to send their children. 


I should be grateful if you would supplement your 


inepection reports by a letter to me in respect to the above. 
If you see fit to spend extra time on the reserve because or 


this problem, I shall be gied to arrange for added remuneraticn.

There is a misleading inaccuracy in the 
mention of 9 white children for whom local education 
is required. The Agent has two,the Missionary six,but 
of the latter two are being educated in St John's Coll: 
School at the expense of the Church,one is being educated 
by the wife of the Teacher at North Peguis,aleo at the 
expense of the Church,and two are under school ages

Diocese and has/ therefore, no further connection with the 
work, hes handed me your letter regarding the Peguis Centre 
School. This is the first intimation which I have had of 
any wish to have Miss Stapleton removed from the position 
in which she has given and is giving the utmost satisfaction 
to all concerned. Frankly, therefore, I cannot say that I 
would be favourable to removing her to the South Peguis 
School, 

I am at a loss also to appreciate the necessity 
of securing a certificated teacher for the Centre School 
for the sake of any white children in the vicinity, as I 
cannot recall a sufficient number of such children to jus- 
tify it. As you perhaps know. I am Chairman of the Pro- 
vineial Advisory Board, and while the auestion of a joint 
arrangement between the Federal and Provincial Departments

Most Reverend Sir: 


I wish to refer to Your Grace's letter of January 
17th, relative to the education of the white children on 
the Peguis Reserve. I have before me now a special report 
by Public School Inspector James Tod, of 381 Balmoral Ste, 
Winnipeg, and I am writine to Mr. Indian Agent MeCuish 
informing him that there will be no changes made at the 
present time in the Indian schools of the reserve. I an 
suggesting to our local representative that the Rev. Mr. 
Mitten and himself use whatever grants are provided for the 
education of their own children for the establishment of a 
school for white children only. They will, no doubt, have 
to provide supplementary funds and could approach the 
Provincial Department of Education for a per diem grant of 
75. 


The public school inspector informs me that, 
measured by actual academic results, Miss Ste leton is the 
weakest teacher on the reserve, but that she has other 
qualifications which maxe her services quite desirable. 
Mr. Tod urges that in future only professionally qualified 
workers be employed at the day schools. iis remarks con- 
cerning Mr. Packer, of the South Peguis Sehool, make me 
hesitate before suggesting that he be replaced. There is 
system to his pedagogy and considerable success has 
attended hie efforts.

I wish to thank you for the consideration you have 
given thie subject.Coneidering the method of appointing teachers,it puts 
the officals of our Department in an awkwhed positition,even though act- 
ion was justified,and after close on three years associations with the 
schools of this Agency I am satisfied that a change in the Centre Peguis 
School,from an educational standpoint,and from the Indian Childrens stand- 
point,ie long past due. 


I have no personal quarrel with Miss Stapleton,she 
is enthusiastic,andas a church worker,she has few equals ,but ae a teac~ 
her she has missed her calling,ehe is unable to control the children 
in the echool,ae it costs more to keep this school in windows,than the 
other two schools on Peguis,Fisher River,and Jackhead combined.There are 
more seats broken,and dietroyed in this school,than all the other schools 
combined, 


The most advanced Indians in my Agency live in the 
Centre School district,still we find that when pupile get into grade I¥ 
it required from three to four years to get them into grade V.,eimply 
because the Church of England use their poweraee/ priveledge granted them 
of nominating a teacher to pension off their es down miseion es.

PereXonally I am labouring under the great han 
icap of not having a school education past grade III,and it ie my wieh 
that my two boys have a better opportunity for schooling than I have had. 
This I am duty bound to give them,which I now find I am unable to do, 
while Indian Agent in this Agency,ae I have been very unfortunate with 
my Oldest boy,the only one yet who has attended echool,as after comming 
to Fisher River,I sent him to the Maison Chapple School in Winnipeg. 
After being there a eomall time,he contracted @mall-Pox.I next sent him 
to the boye school of St.Jehn's College.In a short time he was taken 
down with Pneumonia.I next sent him to Marble Ridge School,when he had

I have received a copy of Mr. G.W.Bartlett's 
report in connection with his inspection of Peguis Centre 
Day School, Fisher River Agency. 


In the "General Remarks", he suggests that the 
teacher be asked to make a list of pupils likely to 
require clothing for the winter, so that the agencies 
dealing with this work may have time to deal with such 
cases before winter sets in. 


I do not know if Mr. Bartlett mentioned this 
fact to Mr. Clarke, the Indian Agent, but I am of the 
opinion that it was only discussed with the teacher. if 
such procedure were to be carried out, we would run 
into a large amount of expense and I doubt if it would 
greatly improve the attendance. The Peguis Indians are 
fortunately situated and able to maintain their families 
equally as well, if not better, than many of the other 
bands of Indians throughout Manitoba. It would appear 
as though Mr. Bartlett was not familiar with tle 
circumstances and therefore did not realize what his 
recommendation would involve.

These buildings have 
not been painted for years and present a disgraceful 
appearance. The lumber is deteriorating due to weather 
conditions and lack of painting.) A flag is aleo needed 
for this school.

They speak out clearly and 
all book work was neat and tidy. The children were clean 
but none too well clothed. 


The school is in good condition. The teacher's 
residence has about 8" of water in the basement. This 
water has been pumped out several times but comes in 

again within 24 hours, This trouble arose after the well 
was drilled at the school over a year ago. It not only 
¥Yeeps the house damp but apparently is affecting the cement 
wall as the foundation at one corner is crumbling badly. 
It looks as though the gravel used in the wall was not 
free from clay and probably this is why the water has 
caused it to crumble. It is perhaps too late now to carry out 
the repair work necessary, but certainly the matter should 
be attended to next spring.

I submit the following report on the 
Centre Peguis School, inspected June 18th, 1943. 


Miss Alice Clarke is the teacher and 
she is doing good work. The grades are as follows:-

There were 17 present. Some families have left for fishing 
and some have gone to work in wood camps, consequently the 
attendance is low. 


The school foundation has cracked some 
at two corners and there are signs of crumbling. It might 
be well to have this repaired when the foundation ie being 
built for the school residence. I understand this building 
is to be placed on a new foundation and the work is to 
commence shortly. I found the school yard very wet and if 
the school residence could he moved across the road we would 
have a much hetter building site. The land drains to the 
road and to the river. ‘This land is claimed by one of the 
Indians and it would perhaps not be possible to get his 
permigsion. We would only need about a 60-foot frontage off 
the one end of his lot. The lot at that point is perhaps 
200 feet deep. That is from the road to the river is 200 ft. 


I would suggest Mr. Clarke be advised 
to investigate the possibility of obtaining the new site and 
report at once as I understand Mr. Gow intends starting work 
on the residence early in July.

In this connection, I beg to refer to my letter to the 
Department, dated 10th August in reply to Mr Neary's letter of 
24th July, File 136-6-1 (W.T.1.). The hospital matron has now 
reyurned from her holidays, and on further discussion with her 
and the doctor, it seems impossible to accomodate any teachers 
at either the nurses residence or the hospital. There will be 
a full staff of nurses occupying the home when another nurse 

‘ arrives to-morrow, August 22nd. At the hospital,(where there 
is an increasing number of patients), the help there is now 
occupying all the available space. Apart from tye above 
mentioned, there are no other buildings within reasonable 
distance of the school, where teachers could make a home. I 
may also say that even if living at the hospital or the nurses 
residence, the teachers would have over a mile to walk to school 
every day. Miss Alice Clarke, the previous teacher used to do 
this, and enjoyed'it, but all girls are not like that, and I have 
my doubts that they might stay very long, having to do that walk 
every day in all kinds of weather.

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Most Schools Will Have Teachers; 


Provision Being Made for Others 


REGINA.—More than 80 per cent. of schools now without teachers will be 
supplied with student teachers from normal schools under a plan recently devel- 


oped by education officials and the provincial Department of Education. 


How- 


ever, an estimated 60 rural schools in the province will be unable to operate 
because of the acute shortage of teachers, Deputy Education Minister A. B. Ross 


said recently. 


Mr. Ross pointed out that the 
teacher shortage is not a situation 
peculiar to Saskatchewan alone, but 
that most of the other provinces in the 
Dominion are having similar difficul- 
ties. 

The plan, which was worked out by 
government officials and the principals 
of the normal schools in Moose Jaw and 
Saskatoon, provides that rural schools 
with enrolments of 13 or more will be 
staffed with normal school students 
If student teachers are still available, 
schools with enrolments of 12 will also 
be staffed.

I beg to report that the Peguis Centre 
Indian Day School is overcrowded, there being about 
fifty pupils attending fairly regularly, whereas there 
is accomodation for only about forty pupils, at best. 


Would it be possible to secure an additiona} 
teacher for this school, and divide the pupils between 
the two. There is a Church Hall available, which would 
require to be equipped with desks, etc; as was done at 


the Peguis South school, where we have two teachers. 
I realize the difficulty of securing school 


teachers, and am constantly having to explain the situation 
to the Indians, who complain about their children getting 


no schooling.

Hodgson. 

Lumber could not now be bought for the price 
shewn upon the above vouchers and dealers refuse to quote, stating 
that they are not safe in giving any figures on anything they have 
not in etock. 

With muskrata selling at $5.00 and $6.00 
each, the Indians treat with contempt any offer of work at .30¢ 
per hour. It would perhaps be as well to obtain offers from 
the Indians to complete the work required to erect the school and 
teacher's quarters for a stated gum.

or her. 


The Department ie aware of the need of welle at 
@ll the schools on the Peguis Reserve, but, owing to the 
cost involved, we have been unable to provide the amount 
necessary to have the work done. We will, however, do our 
utmost to have a well drilled at the Centre School. 


The Department ie pleased to note that the 
teachere on the Peguie Reeerve are doing good work, that 
the attendance ie better than it hae ever been in the past 
and that the children are beginning to take more interest 
in their work.

His Grace the Archbishop of Rupert's Land hae for- 
warded a communication to the Department from Mies Stapleton, 
Teacher of the Centre School on the Peguis Reverve, in which 
she requeste that a log stable be erected. she states that 
it is necessary for her to keep a cow to provide milk, and 
that a stable or barn ie needed. she further statee that she 
does not coneider the putting up of a suitable stable would 
entail much expense, as there are plenty of loge lying idle 
at the agency, which could be used for the purpose. 


I have to request that you will etate the cost of 
having a small log stable erected and if there are any suitable 
logs on hand which could be utilized. The Department is 
anxious to provide this building, in order that the teacher 
can keep a cow during the coming winter. It ise coneidered 
that a barn or stable, suitable for the purpose, could be 
erected at very little expense, having in view the utilizing 
of the logs which the teacher states are available. 


Mise Stapleton aleo states that a well is urgently 
required, as the facilities for obtaining water from the 
river are most unsatiefactory. The question of providing 
wells for each of the schoole on the Peguise Reeerve wae under 
consideration by the late Agent, Mr. Carter, but, owing to 
the expense involved in drilling them, no action wae taken in 
the matter. I have to request that you will furnieh your 
views as to the best meane of having & well drilled at the 
Centre School, and state approximately what you coneider the 
cost would be. Please state if a well drilling outfit ie 
available and if tenders could be obtained from a number of 
persone having this equipment for the drilling of a well. 

You should give as full information ae poeeible regarding the 
best method to be used in having a well drilled. 


The teacher further etatee that ehe hae gone to 

h expense in having a lean-to put up for a eummer kitchen. 
This wae built of rough lumber, covered with black building 
paper, and she states it should be ship-lapped, which would 
make it a permanent addition to the residence. Please state 
what it would cost to complete thie lean-to;and, if Mies 
Stapleton scan furnish itemized accounte in duplicate, covering 
the amount she hereelf hase expended, the Department will 
consider reimbursing her for the expenditure she hae already 
inourred. If she can furnish theese accounts, you should 
certify and forwatd them to the Deparrment, when consideration 
will be given to the payment.

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 17th instant, furnishing an estimate of the cost of building 
a stable at the Peguis Centre School. 


It is noted that by using the loge and shingles which 
are on hand at the Agenoy, and purchasing the sheeting for the 
roof and the nails required, this eatable could be completed at 
a cost of approximately $85.00. I have, therefore, to request 
that you will make the necessary arrangements to have this stable 
erected. It should be of the dimensions mentioned by you, viz: 
16* long, 12' wide and 7° high, with an 8* rafter. You can use 
sufficient loge and shingles from the supply on hand, and you may 
purchase the sheeting for the roof and the nails required, It 
will be necessary to obtain competitive prices from a number of 
dealers, and the material required over and above th.* on hand 
should be purchased from the dealer quoting the lowest price. 

Regarding the drilling of a well, I beg to say that, 
owing to the cost involved, we are unable to authorize this work 
at the present time. Our funds for Indian education are limited, 
and have been assigned, and we will have no money availiable for 
the drilling of a well. The teacher will have to arrange to 
obtain the water re juired from the river. 


Regarding the building of a summer kitchen to the 
teacher's residence, I beg to say that you may arrange to have 
this work carried out. You may use the shingles required, which 
are on hand at the Agenoy, ani you may purchase any other material 
rejuired, in order to complete this summer kitchen and make a 
satisfactory job of the work. It will be necessary to obtain 
competitive prices in making all purchases of the mterial,. 


You should arrange for competent lubour in the erection 
of both the stable and the summer kitchen, 


The plaster in the school building shou d be repaired 
when the other work is being done. 


When all this work has been completed, you should furnish 
properly certified vouchers, in duplicate, covering the expenditure 
incurred in the purchase of the material required, as well as labour 
returns, in duplicate, for the labour employed.

Reféring to the floor of the North School 
acting on instructions contained in letter 136-4-5 date Dec I4th Ig22 
I had a new floor laid in this echool,for which the voucher wae issued 
on Jan the 4th. 


For making the alterations to the windows 
in the North School I would estimate the cost at twenty dollare and for 
washing and whitewashing the ceiling at seven dollars.with reference 
to the South School for laying new floor,washing and whitewashing 
the ceiiing and rearangeing the windows at forty dollare.tie Centie 
School estimated cost of supporting the floor,washing and whitewashing 
the ceiling at fifteen dollars,.the windows in this school are also on 
the North and the South whichfas the same evil effect ae in the other 
schoole,and I would recomend that the North windows be closed up,and an 


additional window be put “in the South side.For the ceilings in all the 
three schools i would recomend whitewash in preference to paint for the

Mise Beandon recommends that a drum be attached to the stove 
pipes in exch of the sohools on the Peguis Reserve, this would 
provide s more regular and even heat and would greatiy aseist in get- 
ting the rooms heated and keeping them in that condition.

April 2éth with reference to the condition of the 
building containing the Peguis Centre School, I 
to report ae follows: 


The school building was chinked and whitewashed in 
1925 but a very poor quality of lime was used and 

work was not superintended and was poorly executed, 

In September, 1926, I wrote to pegina for authority 

to carry out mudding and whitewashing of all schools 
but letter was overlcoked at the Commissioner's office 
and, when authority was received, the winter had eet 
in and it was then too late to carry out the work. 


I have gone over the building thoroughly 
and beg to recommend that it be aheeted inside with 
V—-jJoint. ine sheeting will be required only on the 
walle as the school has already a V-joint ceiling. 

It will require approximately 1500 ft. of Vejoint and 
the cost of this material will be about $90.00. It 
will also take about 500 lineal feet of 1 x 2 firing 
on which to nail V+joint, cost of which will be about 
$10.00. The wall on one side of the building ise 
buckling slightly and I would further recommend that 
thie be strengthened by placing a 2 in. tis rod across 
the building. The total cost of ail this work in- 
clusive of labour will be in the neighbourhood of 
$209.00. May authority be granted to have the work 
carried out? 


With reference to the statement of the 

Inepector that the school ia not kept in a tidy con- 
dition, I beg to advise that this ie no fault of the 
teachers. The care and arrangement of achool fur- 
niture is good and the school is well scrubbed once 
each month. The dilapidated condition of the walls 
and the chinking falling out on the floor contributes 
towards giving the schoolroom an untidy appearance. 
In addition, the school is situated close to a swamp 
and, during the greater part of the present spring, 
the school grounds have been under water. 


I would also recommend that V-joint be 
painted white after it is put on, that the outside of 
the school building be re-chinked and whitewashed, and 
that toilets be moved and new vaulta dug. An add- 

itional $25.00 will cover thie work.

Replying to your letter #136-6-5 of 
July 12th past with reference to drainage of the 
grounds of the Peguis Centre School, I beg to advise 
that I have delayed action in this matter for the 
reason that, up until the present, the condition of 
the ground rendered it impossible to work with a team 
and scraper in digging the necessary ditch to drain 
the grounds, To carry off the water will take a 
large ditch and digging by hand would be an expensive 
operation, 


I have had Mr. Patterson, Engineer of 
the Dominion Water Power and Reclamation Branch, who 
is up here on the matter of drainage possibilities of 
the Peguis hay meadows, survey a ditch for drainage 
of the grounds at the Peguis Centre School and take 
the necessary levels, The ditch will require to 
be 600 ft. long,thie distance being the full length 
of the fence on the north side of the school property, 
with an average depth of 3.3 ft. and, at ite eastern 
end, will be a hand dug lateral following the eastern 
fence of the school property the length of which will 
be determined when the water ie flowing through the 
large ditch. The southern side of the school prop- 
erty is on high ground, therefore, it will not be 
necessary to dig a ditch on that side, 


The ditch will be &'6" wide at the 
top and 2' wide at the bottom, giving an average 
width of 5.3' for the purposes of calculation of 
yardage of soil to be excavated, The cubic yard- 
age is as follows: 


3.3. % 5.3.x 600 equale 384.4 ou. yde equals 
27 400 cue yde for purpose of 
estimate of cost. 
I would estimate the coat at about 20¢ per yard 
which would make the total cost approximately $f0. 


The ground is now dry and fit for 
working and I would recommend that the work be 
carried out as soon as possible. Without thie 
ditch, there will be trouble from flooding every 

R spring and after all heavy rains. Drainage will 
SA also remove the unpleasant stagnant odour from the 
S) swamp which permeates the school buildings.

In detail, the work carried out on 
the school was as follows: 


A dado, 4 ft. high, was built around the walle of 
the echool with quarter-round at bottom of dado 
and ¢ x 2 cove and 3 in. ledge at top. It was 
the original intention to sheet the whole log wall 
with V-joint but, in view of the fact that upper 
logs were very uneven on surface and would require 
to be rehewed before putting on V-joint - a slow 
and expensive task - it wae decided that the dado 
wae preferable, The intervening log wall between 
the top of the dado and the ceiling wae well chinked 
and whitewashed. Seven window frames were taken 
t, resawn and repaired and replaced and aleo two 
door frames. Two blackboards were also reframed,. 
A part of the floor was taken up and new floor sup- 
ports were put in and floor relaid. Patts of the 
ceiling, which was falling, were re-nailed. A 
platform wae built at the end of the school for the 
teacher's desk, the size being 6 x 16 feet, and a 
cupboard was also built - size 1} x 4 x 6 for bboks 
and school material. Poste were palced on outside 
walle of building and a truse rod from theese postd 
across the inside of the school = this to prevent 
further buckling of the log walls. All broken 
school desks were repaired and exterior of building 
was remudded and whitewashed. Interior woodwork 
was painted a pearl grey with darker shades of grey 
on mouldings and window and door frames. Interior 
of school porch was also painted. All toilets were 
moved and repaired and new vaults dug and these te 
gether with stable, were well whitewashed. In add- 
ition all weeds and grass was cut on the enclosure 
surrounding the school.

TO DATS OF THIS LETTER 


With reference to Voucher No. 222 
for the amount of $42.25 covering the above-stated 
expenditure, going forward this date, I beg to 
advise as follows: 7 
The ditch was dug to ite full depth for a distance 
of 450 feet. On the last 150 treet of the ditch 
- the upper inlet portion - water was struck at 4 
depth of 1 foot and the ditch was dug on this por- 
tion to a depth of only 1% inches. The stickiness 
of the soil and the difficulty in cleaning scrapers 
at this depth made the task @ slow and difficult one 
and would have incurred considerable expense. Under 
these circumstances, I stopped the work, I anticip- 
ate that, when the snow melts in the spring the force 
of water running in the upper portion of the ditch 
will cause considerable cutting and increase its depth. 
I have left a series of ridges in the upper portion 
to cause rapide when the water rune, which will, I think 
have the effect of causing considerable cutting. 
In the autumn of 19248, given a dry fall, the ditch can 
be deepened- if necessary, and the lateral dug. In 
any case, the ditch as it ie at present, will have the 
effect of keeping dry that portion of the ground in 
the vicinity of the residence and school which has 
always in the past been 4& swamp. 


I may inform you that the above-stated 
ditch is that shown by Mr. paterson, Engineer of the 
water Power & Reclamation Branch, pepartment of the 
Interior, on his plan accompanying report on drainage 
of the Peguis pay Meadows, marked as 3B in Area No. 3.

I beg to submit the following report on 
the schools of the Fisher River Agency. 
PEGUIS CENTRE SCHOOL. 

I visited this school November lst, and 
found 18 children present - 8 girls and 10 boys. ‘the 
roll called for 24. I believe the attendance at this 
school is much improved and I have no doubt that with the 
present teacher, we will ses a still further improve- 
ment. 

The grades are all low, from 1 to 3. 
However, the children appeared well along in their work. 
The reading wes fair, spelling and arithmetic good. Their 
exercise books were tidy. I believe these children will 
show advancement under Miss Pairservice. 

The children were quite well clothed and 
were all clean,with their hair nicely combed. ‘YTney were 
very respectful and the discipline was excellent. All 
children were kept busy, whether up in class or otherwise. 

This school is built of logs and each year 
requires a great deal of repair. It was nicely white- 
washed and consequently appeared quite cheerful. 

The residence provided for the teacher might 
well be called a “shack”. There are only two rooms habit- 
able in the winter. ‘The lean-to additions are of little 
use, even in the summer, and certainly do not add to its 


appearance. I believe a new residence could be built quite

It is really hard to understand an intelligent School 
Inspector making comments of this kind, The taking away 
of the walls would throw the doors right open into the 
classroom and there would be no vestibule. This, of course, 
is impracticable and you would not find a school in the 
provinces of Manitoba or Saskatchewan built on these lines. 
With regard to the suggestion that the ceiling be made a 
foot higher, there is no necessity for this; the ceiling 
is now 10 ft. high, which provides ample air space. This 
school, and five others like it that were built by the 
Department, were not put up without giving every consideration 
to the requirements, As a matter of fact, the plans were 
borrowed from the Department of Education for this province 
and the buildings were erected on exactly the same lines as 
the plans submitted called for. Were not these plans sent 
-down to you- 
The Secretary, 
Dept. of Indian Affairs, 

OTTAWA, 
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down to you for perusal, not in connection with this 
particular school, but before we started to use them? 

I would say that there is no reason at all for mekine any 
change and I should like to impress upon the Department 
very strongly the fact that we would not put up a building 
without giving the question of air space full consideration, 
If you will refer to the last report written by Mr. Kirk- 
patrick you will note that there were only 14 children on 
the roll at the time of his inspection, so with that number 
they had twice as much air space as the children have in 
our modern schools anywhere. When this school plan was 
decided upon it was figured that it would look after the 
requirements of thirty children, and it will be a long time 
before there will be thirty pupils at this school, judgin 
from the number that have attended Day School on this 
reserve in the past.

ed at the time and it was some time before 
she could obtain assistance in putting out the fire. 


The cause of the fire was condensation of 
creosote in the stove pipe at the elbow where it goee 
ere sh one of the partitions. The elbow was filled 

p with the creosote from the wood and this caught fire 
land the heat from the pipe ignited the ten-test around 
the thimble, burning ceiling ebove and a4 large hole 
through partition between rooms. The stove pipe rune 
the full length of the building and it is a difficult 
matter to pfevent formation of creceote from the wood. 
Stove pipes are now taken down twice per month and cleaned 
out, which will prevent any fire in pipes in future. 


Repairs were exceuted and the brick casing 
surrounding the stove pipe, where it enters the partit. on, 
was made larger. An asbestos covering was pHeedd in 
aperture & ten test was cut clear of thimble. There 
ie little danger of fire in the future.
